AB 80, Hearn explained, speci- 
fies that by 1967, a ratio of be- 
tween 20 and 25 per cent for 
all properties must be announced 
and by 1971, all property must 
be assessed at 25 per cent. 

Petris said AB 80 does not re- 
quire an immediate jump in as- 
sessment. He recommended re- 
assessment of all property in the 
county, concentrating on re-eval- 
uating businesses, many of which 
were underassessed prior to the 
assessor scandals. 

He said AB 80 will result in a 
vigorous auditing program 
through which every business 
worth $50,000 or more will be 
audited once a year and business: 
men must sign their own tax re- 
turns, 

If businesses are assessed ac- 
cording to value, Petris said, he 
is firmly convinced that home- 
owners will not suffer and may 
even be given lower assessments. 

San Leandro Mayor Jack Mal- 
tester, a member of the board of 
League of California Cities, 
spoke in favor of AB 80. He said 
the bill will close the largest 
loopholes and shut the door to 
dishonesty. 

“This is our scandal,’’ he said. 
“These men were our Officials 
and AB 80 will see that it won't 
happen again.”’ 

Maltester said the League rec- 
ommends that the county asses- 
sor come as close as possible to 
an average ratio for 1967-68, go- 
ing to between 22 and 25 per cent 
within four years.
